WASHINGTON, July 25.—Presi- 
Gene Wilson has determined to 
stand squarely behind the increased 
Senate naval building programme. 
Official word of his desire that the 
Senate provisions be accepted by the 
House in conference was sent from 
the White House today to adminis- 
tration leaders at the Capitol, where 
eonferees will begin consideration of 
the naval bill within a few days. 

Representative Buchanan of I- 
noils of the Naval Committee tem- 
porarily blockaded reference of the 
measure to conference in the House 
today, but administration leaders 
will insist on a conference and the 
Rules Committee will be ready to 
force that disposition . of the bill 
when the House meets again Thurs- 
day. Representative Buchanan ob- 
jected to Chairman Padgett's re- 
quest for appointment of conferees 
under unanimous consent. Senate 
conferees already have been named. 

WILSON’S INFLUENCE. 

Whether President Wilson's influ- 
ence will be sufficient to put through 
the big Senate programme, carrying 
provisions for immediate construc- 
tion of four dreadnaughts and four 
battle cruisers and a three-year con- 
tinuing building progranfme, is un- 
certain. During the discussion in 
the House today several Represent- 
atives sought to have the House 
conferees bound on certain amend- 
ments, but Chairman Padgett in- 
sisted that they be left free to ef- 
fect a compromise bill at their dis- 


n. 

The plan for forcing reference to 
conference Thursday was agreed on 
by Chairman Padgett, Democratic 
Leader Kitchin, Republican Leader 
Mann. Acting Chairman Harrison of 
the Rules Committee, and Demo- 
cratic and Republican members of 
the Naval Committee. Mr. Padgett 
later introduced a resolution mak- 
ing the necessary parliamentary pro- 
vision for appointment of conferees. 
Mr. Buchanan said his reason for 
blocking action today was that the 
bill was too important to be left to 
conferees. 

LETTER FROM DANIELS. 

Secretary Daniels wrote to Chair- 
man Padgett today urging that the 
Senate amendment stipulating that 
the projected naval laboratory be lo- 
cated in the Capitol be stricken out 
in conference.

GAINS IN CAMP. 


CONDITIONS IN CALIFORNIA 
REGIMENT SERIOUS. 


Third Case has Developed at No- 
gales this Week and All Men are 
Now in Base Hospital—Soldicrs 
Show Good Form in Hiking 
Schedules. | 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 

NOGALES (Ariz.) July 25.—With 
the removal of Lieut. Philip Stevens 
of the medicgl corps to the base 
hospital today health conditions in 
the Seventh Regiment assumed a 
serious aspect. While the medical 
authorities were reticent tonight in 
giving information, it is known that 
the first diagnosis showed plain signs 
of typhoid fever. This is the third 
case of fever to develop this week. 
Private Arthur Lecuger of Co, F was 
stricken Sunday and Private Walter 
D. Hyer of Co. B, Los Angeles, on 
Monday. 

Both these men are now at the 
base hospital. Tonight the condition 
of these patients was reported as be- 
ing far from satisfactory. With 
these cases developing in spite of 
the thorough typhoid inoculations, 
extra precautions are being taken to 


prevent an epidemic, The tents have 


been ordered floored and screened, 
buth with the low location of the 
amp and the unusual damp weath- 
er it may be found necessary to re- 
move the entire camp to a higher lo- 
cation.

this afternoon. The first to 
go were eighteen men from Battery 
A, Los Angeles.

entrance of the race track. At the 
gate stood two sentries. Just in- 
side we were: welcomed by Count 
Schwerin Wolfshagen. He was a 
very tall and very handsome middle- 
aged German officer. He was in the 
uniform, I believe, of a leutenant- 
colonel of infantry. Accompanying 
him was his assistant, Baron von 
Taube, the civilian superintendent of 
the camp. 

In the United States we would call 
the Count “a glad hander.” He 
beamed upon us and beamed upon 
the prisoners. He beamed upon the 
whole landscape. He posed about 
forty times for his picture. It was 
plain that the Count’s job was to 
smooth down the asperities of th 
rule of the Prussian army officer 
who had preceded him. And, take 
it from me, he was some smoother. 


PURPOSE OF RUHLEBEN. 

It always struck me that the Ger- 
mans used Ruhleben as a conven- 
fent place to put young noblemen 
who had to have army commissions 


owing to their family position, but 
who were not taken very seriously 
as soldiers. The sportive young 
Prince of Thurn and Taxis, who 
trotted around Berlin with a bulldog 
on a string, was the official censor 
of the prison, but somebody else 
seemed to read all the letters. 
Several of the prisoners joined us 
and we went around the camp to- 
gether in a rather large party. My 
especial escort was a charming 
young Englishman named Oswald 
Wolff: He was partly German and 
had been a merchant in Hamburg 
when arrested and put into this 


prison. 

He said they were all desperately 
unhappy. I had visited other pris- 
ons, in fact many German military 
prisons, but I had never seen any 
prisoners so Je or so un- 
happy. The inmates of the other 
prisons were all soldiers. Being 
taken prisoner was all in a day’s 
work with them. They went to war 
expecting to be killed and were 
really playing in pretty good luck. 
But these civilians were different. 
They had been locked up together 
for a year and some of them were 
bordering on suicide. 

Mr. Wolff and all the other 
prisoners with whom I talked agreed 
that they were treated well enough. 
By this time the sheep had been 
sorted from the goats. THe negro 
stablemen had been put by them- 
selves in a special bunk house. Some 
of the prisoners were living in bunks 
erected in what had been the stables, 
others were living in bunk houses. 
There's no denying the fact they 
were crowded. The bunks were 
placed in tiers, one on top of the 


ther. 

The Rritish government allowed 
each prisoner 5 marks a week 
(about 90 cents,) and the Germans 
gave t 60 pfennigs a day for 


NOT ORDINARY PRISONERS. 


The Germans did not regard them 
as ordinary prisoners of war, but 
rather as foreigners herded in there 
F. their own protection, so they 
—— they ought to support them- 
selves. Most of them did so. Nearly 
every prisoner received packages of 
food every day or so from Pngland. 
Some of the prisoners are allowed 
to live at their own expense at a 
cafe maintained for the officers in 
the casino. 

They had a theater, enthusiasti- 
cally supported by the German offi- 
cers. The entire space inside the 
race track was laid out with tennis 
grounds, football flelds and even an 
eight-hole golf links. When we visit- 
ed the place a big tennis tournament 
was in progress. 

As a means of passing away the 
time they were holding a mock elec- 
tion with two political parties, cajgn- 
paign speeches, parades and public 
meetings. The parade the night be- 
fore had been somewhat too riotous 
and the commanding officer had that 
morning posted a big warning no- 
tice. It was couched in moderate 
and courteous language. It was in 
English, and as nearly as I can re- 
member, was in about the following 
language: “Gentlemen, at the parade 
last night some of the fun was too 
riotous. Many things happened that 
should not have happened. The com- 
mander of the camp wishes to state 
emphatically that this must not be 
repeated. In future the elections 
must be conducted in a more mod- 
erate spirit.” 

At one end of the camp was a 
building that contained the outcasts 
of the camp; they amounted to that. 
Among those arrested were Germans 
who for one reason or another had 
become English citizens. One day 
not long before our visit the com- 
mander of the camp asked all those 
prisoners willing to state their sym- 
pathy for the fatherland to step 
forward. Some 600 men stepped 
out. They expected, of course, to be 
turned loose. 

WERE ALL OSTRACISED. 


In future,” said the commander 
of the camp, “you men can live by 
yourselves down at this end.” That 
was all they got except ostracism. 
The chief distress of the prison- 
ers seemed to be their deadly bore- 
dom. They were not allowed to have 
newspapers. Sometimes English 
papers were smuggled in. A favor- 
ite way was to bake the papers in 
cakes. The eagerness of these poor 
devils to get something to read was 
so keen that smufgled-in newspapers 
were rented from one prisoner to 
another at the rate of a shilling 
for fifteen minutes’ secret reading. 
Summing up this now internation- 
ally-famous case, it can be said that 
the prisoners at Ruhleben were mis- 
erably unhappy and somewhat un- 
comfortable; but they were not 
really badly treated. 


DECISION PUTS DENT

The action was brought by Wad- 
hams & Co., manufacturers of 
flavoring extracts, against the 
steamship company to gain posses- 
sion of two barrels of alcohol 
shipped from San Francisco. 

The State District Attorney's of- 
fice says Judge Morrow's decision, if 
not reversed by the Supreme Court 
of the United States, will largely 
nullify the probthition law.

Gen. Deiderio Arias, leader of the re- 
volt which overthrew President Juan 
Isadoro Jiminez and which brought 
about American intervention, has is- 
sued orders to all his leaders and 
men to lay down their arma. 


Gen. Arias, who was held in San- 
tlago by orders of Rear-Admiral Wil- 
liam B. Caperton, following the de- 
feat of the rebels there, July 4, has 
been released. Unfted States naval 
and Marine officers now fear 
no further trouble from Arias or his 
sympathizers. 

That Arias now sees the futility of 
trying to fight the United States was 
made evident in a letter which he 
sent to Gen. Miguel Rivas, one of his 
chief aides. This letter was inter- 
cepted by the government and has 
just been made public. In it, Gen. 
Arias charges failure of his attempt 
to repel the forces of the United 
States to the apathy of the Domin- 


DECLARES WAR ENDED. 


In his letter to Gen. Rivas he said: 

“Because of the indifference of the 
greater part of the country, which 
did not respond as it should, against 
the occupation and invasion of the 
Domini Republic by American 
forces, have declared an end of 
hostilities. 

“I see how useless it would be to 
continue the sacrifice of life without 
even a possibility of triumph against 
the superior force of a powerful na- 
tion, as well as against the hostility 
of many Dominicans. 

“We have, however, obtained some 
of the things for which we con- 
tended. One of these is the recogni- 
tion of Congress as the only consti- 
tutional power which cam name a 
provisional President. This means 
the defeat of Horacio Vasquez and 
his schemes to make himself dic- 
tator. Also, we have brought about 
the naming of Dr. Juan B. Perez, my 
friend, as Governor of Santiago on 
the condition that he shall not be 
removed from office under the pro- 
visional President, who is to be 
named by Congress. At the same 
time, we have been assured every 
Suarantee of protection of life, 
liberty and the party which I head. 
This applies to myself and all my 
companions in arms. : 

“I have therefore surrendered and 
will remain in Santiago in a peaceful 
and expectant attitude. I will work 
only for the peace of the country, 
the reorganization of the govern- 
ment and the welfare of our party. 

“Disarm and await the election of 
a provisional President.”

VISALIA, July 25.—Copies of an 
order from the State Railroad Com- 
mission, with respect to proposed 
electric extensions of the Southern 
Pacific, have been received from 
Max Thelen, president of the com- 
mission, who personally heard the 
application of Paul Shoup of Los 
Angeles for authority to increase 
mileage in this district. 

By the text of the decision the 
Visalia Fllectric Rallroad, a South- 
ern Pacific subsidiary, is authorized 
to sell at par value, $1006, its entire 
capital stock of 10,000 shares, ex- 
cept $46,000 which has already been 
subscribed. Of this sum, by virtue 
of the commission's order, such 
sums as needed shall be 
the construction of 43.6 miles of 
new lines tn the Exeter, Lindsay and 
Porterville districts. According to 
the testimony of Mr. Shoup, the 
work to be done at once and for 
which surveys have been completed 
will cost $600,000. 

The order takes cognizance of the 
efforts of the Santa Fe Railroad to 
control the same territory, and in 
its text mention is made of the fact 
that authority has been granted to 
the Minkler Southern, owned by the 


Porterville district.

Through the introduction of a res- 
olution in the City Council today,

This new resolution will be in- 
troduced at the instance of City 
Treasurer Powell, who contends that 
special action of fhe Council will 
be necessary before he can have 
proper authorization to honor war- 
rants approved by the City Auditor. 

Councilmen Betkouski and 
Wright, who last month recom- 
mended the adoption of the new sys- 
tem of accounting without knowing 
that it was designed by the effi- 
cieney department, said yesterday 
they will now oppose the new reso- 
lution and a determined effort will 
be made to “eer the City Auditor 
to go to antiquated system 
July 1. 

NO CONNIVANCE. i 

City Treasurer Powell said yes- 

that his insistence upon 
adoption of the new resolution is 
in no way an effort to discredit the 
efficiency department and there has 
been no connivance on his part with 
the opponents of the department. 

This resolution simply provides 
that the forty-four city departments 
shall have the right to draw upon 
the general fund of the city on de- 
mands authorized and approved by 
the City Auditor. It was contended 
by City Auditor Myers that the mat- 
ter was covered by the resolution 
adopted by the City Council last 
month which authorized the City

Court Upholds Right of Man to Put 
Other Chemicals in Auto Fuel 


W. H. Anthram, who was arrested 
for selling a mixture to increase 
the efficiency of gasoline, success- 
fully defended his right to Uberty 
in habeas corpus proceedings yester- 
day and won from the court a rul- 
ing affecting one of the city ordi- 
nances.

Here is the site of 
an old mining camp, trading post 
and melting furnace, where nuggets 
and dust were transformed into $50 
slugs. We passed an eight-foot 
flume which carried 500 horsepower 
to the Mountain King mill, where 
seventy-five tons of gold-bearing 
rock were reduced every day. I can 
almost hear this great flume singing:

UNNING THE GAUNTLET. 

The greatest sporting event the world 
has ever witnessed is the attempt of the 
German commercial submarines, Deutsch- 
land and Bremen, to run the gauntlet of the 
allied warships. It is, in effect, a great 
world version of the schoolboy game of 
Prisoners Base.” 

Young lady journalists and others have 
written many, bloodcurdling articles about 
the fish nets that have been spread for the 
Kaiser's undersea passenger ships to run 
into, there to be held fast like 4 catfish in 
a river net while the dying crew below fight 
and struggle and scream for air. At least, 
this is what the young lady journalists 
say. 

The fact is, no one outside a very few offi- 
cers in the British Admiralty knows exactly 
by what methods the British have destroyed 
the German war submarines or how many 
they have destroyed. The British have 
wisely adopted a policy of silence. They 
never crow over captured submarines. They 
never say anything about them. A German 
submarine starts from one of the several 
submarine bases in Germany and it does 


Not only must this have a very demor 
alizing effect upon the crews of German 
subs about to set forth, but, from a prac 
tical standpoint, it makes the work of di- 
recting the undersea fleet very difficult. 
German naval officers are never able to 
learn where the ships have been lost or 
why. 

The secret service department of our 
own navy has made a great effort to learn 
by what method the British have fought 
the mysterious war sharks. At the begin- 
ning of the war there seemed to be no pos- 
sible defense against their attacks. The 
British have certainly developed a system 
of aggressive defense which, although. not 
working the wholesale havoc imagined by 
the young lady journalists, has resulted in 
the loss of a great many German undersea 
boats—probably fifty or more. N 

As nearly as navy men can learn the 
truth, the chief method of the British at- 


question, however, as to the way of using 
this net. The general idea at first was that 
the British spread out great nets across 
the channel; the subs ran into the meshes 
underwater and couldn't get away, the 
crews dying finally of suffocation. But it 


done it in this way. 

The submarine net seems to have an en- 
tirely different function. To explain, it 
must be understood that a submarine has a 
double system of propulsion. On the sur 
face the boat runs by a gasoline engine. 
Under water it is propelled by an electric 
motor. The power for this motor is gener- 
ated from the same gasoline engine that 
sends the boat along on the surface of the 
water. 

This gasoline engine cannot work under 
water. The submarine can only proceed 


motor holds 
power runs low the boat is obliged to come 
to the surface again in order to recharge 
the battery. This is the tendon of Achilles 
for every submarine; the need to come to 
the surface to recharge the battery. 

The best information is that by a series 
of underwater electric alarms the British 
detect the presence of a German subma- 
rine. Fast destroyers steam in the gen- 
eral direction that the submarine is be- 
lieved to be taking ahd, as they go, throw 
out immense steel nets. These nets are 
miles long and many fathoms deep. They 
are heavily weighted at the bottom and 
have floats on the top. Along comes the 
submarine and bumps into one of these 
nets. Thereafter, the position of the sub- 
marine is plain as far as the ere can see. 
The submarine is unable to shake off the 
folds of the giant mesh and the dragging 
of the net through the water fusses up the 
sea so the disturbance ca be seen for miles. 
Whatever the submarine does or where it 
goes, this boiled-up water, due to the drag- 
gine of the net, exposes its exact position. 

All the British have to do then is to sur- 
round this whirlpool of boiling water by a 
cordon of boats: destroyers, launches, 


gun They steam along in a circle around 
the whirlpool until the submarine is finally 
obliged to come to the surface to recharge 
ite batteries. And then the submarine gets 
its coup de grace. 0 

When this plan was first devised the sub- 
marines sometimes managed to escape by 
sinking to the bottom of the ocean and 
remaining on the bottom until nightfall. 
They were sometimes then able to escape 
the folds of the nets and get away. To balk 
this possibility the British invented a bomb 
that they lowered through the water until 
it rested upon the hidden sub. Another 
method of the British in destroying German 
subs was to find the hidden supplies of oll 
off the Irish coast and lay in wait. 

One great difficulty of the Germans in 

operating the submarines has been the 
great distance of the ‘bases from the theater 
-of action. The subs are used principally 
off the Irish coast. Owing to the nerve 
strain on the crew and the limited capacity 
for gasoline and lubricating oil, each sub 
temains only about two weeks on a cruise. 
Most of this time is taken up with going 
and coming from the base. Only a few 
days remain for activity in the chosen 
seas. 
In order to somewhat lengthen this pe- 
Hod of activity, the Germans have been 
in the habit of placing caches of both gaso- 
line and fuel oil at points along the Irish 
coast. Although both governments have 
maintained great secrecy,.it is generally un- 
derstood among navy men that these oil 
supplies are sometimes placed on the land 
and sometimes in air-tight submerged cans 
anchored off the coast. When they find one 
of these locations the British station a 
fleet of very fast small boast in concealed 
places.

volatile, kaleidoscopic, shifting prob- 
lems of the diamond, which cali for 
hair-trigger decisions rather than 
deliberative thought and careful 
analysis. 

The fact that Mathewson was 
without a peer as a pitcher does not 
insure his success as a manager; 
neither does it necessarily militate 
against it. Some great players have 
falied utterly as managers, as wit- 
ness the lamentable attempts of 
Lajole and Chase. At the same time 
we can name three other great play- 
ers wno made good as leaders and 
won more than their share of pen- 
nants, to-wit: Chance, McGraw and 
Jennings. Then, on the other hand, 
are Mack, Stallings and Moran, 
mediocre as players, but great as 
leaders. Ali of which merely goes 
to prove that you never can tell.

SALARY FOR SOLDIERS. 


Dentes Application of Owners of 
Three Cemeteries for Lower Rate 
for Water and Decides to Ask 
Cin Service Commission ta Re- 
move Age Limit. 


The Public Service Commission 


yesterday decided that men of the 


department who were called to the 
front as privates when the Seventh 
Regiment went into service shall re- 
ceive full pay for the month of Au- 
gust, and that a definite policy as 
to carrying them on the pay roll 
shall be adopted later. 

The proposition that has been dis- 
cussed is to carry the men on the 
pay roll for such amounts as would 
make up the difference between what 
they are paid in the army service 
and what their regular salaries as 
employees of the water department 
has been.

An interesting feature of the meet- 
ing was the appeal of. the Holly- 
wood, Rosedale and Evergreen 
Cemetery owners for an application 
of a rate of 2 cents per 100 cubic 
feet for water used. The request was 
refused on the ground that the ceme- 
tery owners sell lots on the basis of 
perpetual care at a price that in- 
cludes the payment of a water rate, 
based on the present standard, and 
therefore a reduction would not be 
justified. 

A request was received from the 
fire department for the placing of 
fifty-three mew fire hydrants, and at- 
tention was called to the fact that 
this is simply another reason the 
water revenues cannot be diverted 
to payment of aqueduct debts.

LOS ANGELES, July 25.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] The Demo-

This 3 per cent. tax on gross value 
means to the small mine producer a 
10 per cent, tax on net returns. 

The average ore shipped by the 
small mine runs about 5 per cent. 
copper or 100 pounds of copper per 
ton. With the market for copper at 
25 cents per pound, and an average 
of $4 per ton railroad freight, the 
miner would receive about $13 per 
ton and his wagon haul and mining 
expense would be from $6 to $8 per 
ton, giving a profit of $6 per ton. 
Out of this profit of $6 he would 
have to pay 75 cents tax on produc- 
tion of $25 worth of copper. 

‘ As the State and county taxes al- 
ready amount to fully 6 per cent. on 
the net profits of a mine, this addi- 
tional tax is both outrageous and un- 
just.

CHANCE CE TO CUT. 


Proposed Conselidation Finds 
Supervisors Lukewarm. 


Deputation Opposes Union of 
Two Departments. 


Chairman Absent, so Decisive 
Action is Deferred. 


Despite numerous demands from 
all parts of the county to cut ex- 
penses and reduce the tax rate, a 
large number of protestants ap- 
peared before the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday and argued against 
the proposed consolidation of the 
forestry department with the road 
department.

Commissioner Skidmore, who fa- 
vors uniting the departments, as 
serted that the efficiency of the work 
can be maintained and the great 
overhead expense now entailed in 
keeping up an office staff and many 
outside assistants can be eliminated.

The 
watering and trimming could easily 
be done by the regular road gangs. 

It was noticed that 90 per cent. of 
the protestants against the consoli- 
dation plan were from the First Su- 
pervisorial District, in which the 
mountains are located, and in which 
the greatest portion of the forestra- 
tion work is proposed. Supervisor 
Hamiliton, from that district, was 
the only member of the board who 
positively oppesed the consolidation. 
This he did in the face of his oft- 
repeated requests that expenses in 
various departments be cut down in 
order to save the taxpayers money. 
PRIVATE PROPERTY BENEFITS. 


It was brought out that the re- 
forestration contemplated in the 
past was planned to be done largely 
on privately-owned property, and 
not even the right of way to the dis- 
trict would have belonged to the 
county.

GETS MORE EMPDOYEES OVER 
MINORITY PROTEST. 


The gradual development of a new 
department or official force within 
the mechanical department of the 
county was vigorously opposed yes- 
terday by Supervisor Hinshaw, who 
voted against allowing Engineer 
John Schultz two additional men to 
assist in the drawing of plans for the 
new psychopathic ward of the 
County Hospital. 

The original plans of the buildings 
were drawn by County Architect 
Lowe and the regular draughting 
force of the mechanical department. 
Engineer Schultz was introduced to 
the board by Supervisor Woodley 
and declared he could readily save 
the county $25,000 in the erection 
of the proposed ward. 

After much discussion he was 
finally accepted in a purely advisory 
capacity to co-operate with Architect 
Lowe and to assist in revision of the 
plan. The two men differed widely 
and Engineer Schultz insisted the 
plans were not only extravagant, but 
that they were almost impossible and 
that an entire new set was essential. 
He made serious charges againet 
Achitect Lowe, which were not sub- 
stantiated, but which did serve to 
secure a vote of the majority of the 
board to permit Mr. Schultz to go 
ahead with the planning of buildings 
according to his own ‘ideas. 

Not only did he take the work out 
of the office of Architect Lowe to his 
own private office, but he requested 
the county to pay for assistants.
